Health Unit Notes 
Disinfeectioa 
The term ‘‘disinfection" is ap- 
plied to those procedures that have 
for their purpose the destruction 
outside the body of the organisms 
which communicate disease. One 
* should aim to destroy them im- 
mediately after they are discharg- 
ed from. the body of the infected 
person, This-‘is called “concurrent 
disinfection” and is much more ef- 
fectual than “terminal disinfection” 
which is an attempt to clean up 
the entire house when the “germs” 
are widely spread at the end vf the 
cases. Proper concurrent disinfec- 
tion does away with the need for

terminal disinfection or very mat- | 


erially reduces it. 


Whenever possible, discharge 


from communicable disease cases | 
which may carry the infecting or- | 


ganism should be destroyed by 


burning or by live steam ine a) 


proper sterilizer. 
_ Ordinary clothing and bed c!oth- 
ding ean be adequately disinfected 


- by boiling in water for a few min- | 


utes and this is the proper system 
of destroying infection on dishes. 


Thorough washing of dishes, | 


clothing, bed frames and the floors 
and woodwork of the sick room 
hasbeen found in practice to be 
‘a very effectual method of remov- 
ing or destroying the infective or- 
ganisms of all our ordinary com- 
municable diseases. 

There are a large number of 
antiseptics which work very well 
when properly used. The mixing of 
two antiseptics may actually re- 
duce their efficiency as the two 
chemicals may interfere with each 
Gather. 

: To effectively disinfect, any 
chemical must come into intimate 
contact with the object to be dis- 
infected and must have time to act. 
With many chemicals temperature 
is an important factor; most dis- 
infectants being much less active 
when the temperature is down 
close to freezing point. 

The following methods may be 

~ used: 

Domestic Lye--A heaping tea- 
spoonful of lye is effectual in dis- 
infecting body excretions. If the 
substance to be disinfected is solid 
it should be broken up to improve 
contact. Enough water is added to 
completely cover the substance. 
Time necessary—-30 minutes. 

Liquid Carbolic—Enough of a 
saturated solution (in water) 
should be used to just cover the 
material to be disinfected. Time 
necessary—-30 minutes.

Export Markets Affected. 
cording to the Grain Division, De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce, 
Ottawa, grain authorities in Bel- 
gium have become seriously con- 
cerned with the amount of ergot in 
shipments of Canadian rye. On June 
25, 1953, the Belgian government 
commenced rigid enforcement of 
laws forbidding the importation of 
rye containing ergot. As a‘ result, 
some Belgian grain importers have

ergot is reducing-the export demand 
for Canadian rye. @ 

Ergot Control. Rye is particularly 
susceptible to ergot. As none of our 
present varieties are resistant to 
ergot, farmers must depend upon 
cultural practices to control this 
disease. The most important of these 
are: (1) the use of ‘ergot-free seed, 
(2) crop rotation, (3) deep plowing 
or cultivation of the stubble, parti- 
cularly when the crop has been 
severely attacked by ergot, to bury 
the fallen ergot bodies deeply in the 
soil, and (4) early cutting of wild 
and cultivated grasses. 

The ergot oontrol measure we 
want to emphasize at this time is 
the early 
wild and cultivated grasses (brome, 
quack grass, blue grass, ete.) grow- 


ing near grain fields. These should | 


be cut soon after they eome into 
head. This will prevent the forma- 
tion of ergot bodies in the grass 
heads. The spread of, and possible 
tosses from, ergot can be reduced 
appreciably by keeping headlands 
and roadsides adjaeent to grain fields 
free of wild and cultivated grasses 
Let there be no mistake about it:

YELLOWKENIFE, N.W.T. (BUP) 
— With the price of furs des- 
perately low, the Canadian Eskimo 
is earning most of his livelihood 
by carving figures depicting life 
in the Northland. 

The sculptures, done in black 
and gray colored stone, are flown 
here regularly, and are sold in a 
handicraft shop to tourists and 
miners. 

A typical figure shows a polar 
bear and an Eskimo engaged in 
conflict. The bear is biting at the 
side of the Eskimo’s face, while 
the sturdy: native is piercing a 
knife into the animal.

EDMONTON—In a_ prediction 
made in Edmonton recently, Jean 
Paul St, Laurent, son of the Prime 
Minister, -forecast that the Lib- 
eral party would be returned with 
increased stréngth shown in Al- 
berta, Newfoundland and Quebec.

EDMONTON (BUP) — <Apbout 
4,000 Alberta civil servants will 
start working a five-day week 
Monday, under a new work sched- 
ule approved recently by. the pro- 
vincial cabinet. 

Economie Affairs Minister A. 
J® Hooke said civil servants will 
be off the job Saturdays but that 
employees of Land Titles offices 
and court houses, whose hours are 
set by statute, will continue to 
work five and one-half days. 

The new hours for government 
employees benefiting from the 
scheme will be from 8:30 to 11:45 
a.m. and from 1 to 5 p.m. Former 
working schedule wa3 from 8:30 
to 11:30 am., and 1 to 4:30 p.m. 

Working hours tn. provincial 
Treasury Branches will be the 
same as thase in other banks.
